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Hedrick  Theatre,  named  after  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burl  Vance 
Hedrick,  is  a  250  seat  modified  thrust  theatre.  Many  of  Catawba's 
mainstage  productions  are  held  here,  giving  students  the  opportunity 
to  work  in  this  unconventional  space.  Hedrick  Theatre  provides  a 
challenge  for  directors,  designers,  actors  and  crews.  The  Hedrick 
stage  has  been  used  for  many  diverse  styles  of  performance.  The 
American  College  Theatre  Festival  for  North  Carolina  has  called 
Hedrick  home  for  eight  years.  Hedrick  is  well  equipped  with  modern 
computerized  lighting  controls,  sound  reinforcement,  recording, 
and  play  back  systems.  The  stage  is  flexible  in  its  configuration 
through  the  use  of  a  removable  forestage.  The  back  wall  of  the  space 
connects  to  the  stage  left  wing  of  Keppel  Auditorium  and  contains  a 
small  fly  system  with  five  line  sets. 


Florence  Busby  Corriher  Theatre,  a  100  seat  black  box  performance  space,  is 
located  in  the  lush  greenery  immediately  behind  the  College  Community  Center.  The 
performance  space  in  this  new  facility  (dedicated  in  the  fall,  2001)  can  be  arranged  so  as 
to  accommodate  any  production  style  -  thrust,  arena,  environmental,  etc.  Mainstage  as 
well  as  second-stage  productions  are  presented  in  this  space.  Performances  currently 
include  yearly  faculty  directed  productions,  student  directed  full-length  productions, 
the  student  directed  one-act  festival,  a  student  directed /written /acted  ten-minute  play 
festival,  traveling  productions,  appearances  by  guest  artists,  student  works-in-progress, 
as  well  as  departmental  forums,  critiques,  and  practica.  Classes  may  also  be  taught 
there.  This  facility  is  named  in  honor  of  Florence  Busby  Corriher.  Professor  Corriher 
began  the  tradition  of  theatre  at  Catawba  College  in  1925  when  she  founded  the  Blue 
Masque,  the  first  club  on  campus. 


Located  in  the  College  Community  Center,  Keppel  Auditorium,  named 
after  Dr. A.  R.  Keppel  the  fourteenth  president  of  Catawba  College,  is  a  1500-seat 
proscenium  theatre  with  an  orchestra,  mezzanine,  loge,  and  balcony.  Special 
features  include  a  removable  orchestra  pit  and  removable  floor  traps.  The  auditorium 
is  also  equipped  with  a  single  purchase  fly  system  with  31  battens.  The  lighting 
system  is  comprised  of  a  computerized  control  console,  112  dimmers,  over  two 
hundred  lighting  instruments,  and  ten  hanging  positions.  Sound  reinforcement 
utilizes  a  36  channel  modern  mixing  console,  equalization  equipment  for  each  of 
the  multiple  speaker  outputs,  a  complete  patch  bay,  and  an  array  of  accessory 
equipment.  Students  are  provided  many  opportunities  to  work  with  the  equipment 
in  real  production  siruations.The  proscenium  arch  is  48'-6"  wide  and  26'  feet  tall. 
In  addition  to  being  used  for  mainstage  productions  and  dance  concerts,  Keppel 
Auditorium  is  regularly  rented  out  to  local  groups  and  touring  companies.  Often, 
Catawba  students  are  given  the  opportunity  to  work  with  these  groups  in  a  house 
crew  capacity. 


The  Theatre  Annex,  located  beside  the  Florence  Busby  Corriher  Theatre, 
houses  the  Dance  Studio  and  Theatre  Lab  spaces.  The  Dance  Studio  provides  space 
for  classes,  rehearsals,  and  studio  performances.  All  dance  classes  take  place  in  the 
studio,  preparing  students  to  perform  jazz,  modern,  ballet,  tap,  character,  ballroom, 
and  folk  techniques.  Specialty  classes  in  musical  theatre,  stage  combat,  stage  speech 
and  movement,  creative  conditioning,  as  well  as  student  practica  are  also  taught 
here.  The  dance  ensemble  class,  which  performs  locally  and  competes  regionally, 
also  meets  and  rehearses  in  this  space.  Rehearsals  for  musical  theatre  and  dance 
productions  occur  nightly  in  this  space.  Pre-screenings  for  professional  theatre  and 
dance  auditions  are  also  rehearsed  and  held  on  a  regular  basis  in  this  space.  The 
facility  includes  a  sprung  floor,  mirrors  on  two  sides  for  optimum  movement 
technique  assessment  and  correction,  a  sound  system,  safety  mats,  and  informal 
audience  searing.  The  Theatre  Lab  provides  space  for  classes  and  studio  performances, 
in  addition  to  functioning  as  the  primary  rehearsal  hall  space.  The  majority  of  the 
acting  and  directing  classes  are  scheduled  here  during  the  day,  with  rehearsals  for 
mainstage  productions  occurring  nightly.

The  Center  forthe  Environment  was  completed  during  the  summer  of  2001.  The  $5.7 
million,  21,000  square-foot  center  has  classrooms  and  labs  overlooking  a  189-acre 
wetland  preserve.  The  three-story  center  has  walls  of  glass  to  take  advantage  of  the 
sun's  heating  powers  and  photovoltaic  cells  to  capture  sunlight  and  produce 
electricity,  A  closed-loop,  geoexchange  system  provides  heating  and  cooling, 
shredded  newspaper  is  used  for  insulation,  bamboo  is  used  in  flooring,  and  beams  are 
made  of  laminae  from  recycled  timber.  The  furnishings  in  the  facility  are  also 
environmentally  sound  and  include  desktops  made  of  stalks  of  wheat  bonded  with 
soy-based  glue  and  table  legs  made  from  recycled  cardboard.

Shuford  Stadium,  the  football  stadium,  is  named  for  the  late  Abel 
A.  Shuford  of  Hickory,  a  former  trustee  of  the  College.  Demolition 
of  the  old  stadium,  built  in  1928,  began  in  early  December  and 
construction  has  continued  at  a  steady  pace.  The  stadium  facility 
will  have  new  bleachers  and  a  seating  capacity  of  approximately 
4,000,  nearly  1 ,000  more  seats  than  the  old  stadium.  It  will  include 
new  concession  stands  on  both  sides  of  the  field,  a  larger  press 
box,  more  restroom  facilities,  a  coaches'  box  where  staffs  can 
videotape  and  observe  games,  and  a  special  area  for  seating 
guests  of  the  college  president.  It  will  be  handicap  accessible  and 
include  an  elevator  to  the  press  box.  The  playing  surface  itself, 
Kirkland  Field,  will  be  redone  to  include  drainage  and  irrigation. 
The  track  surrounding  Kirkland  Field  will  also  be  resurfaced.  The 
$3  million  stadium  project  is  still  under  construction  and  "it's  still 
too  early  to  say  exactly  when  it  will  be  completed,"  said  Catawba 
Senior  Vice  President  Tom  Childress.  "The  press  box  is  up  and 
they're  working  steadily  every  day."

Catawba  College's  new  athletic  facility  was  dedicated  as  the  Mariam  and 
Robert  Hayes  Athletic  Field  House  on  April  14,  2002.  A  crowd  of  several 
hundred  students,  alumni,  administrators  and  friends  of  the  college  looked  on 
as  the  ribbon  was  cut  at  the  main  entrance  to  the  26,000  square  foot  building. 

The  $3  million  field  house,  which  is  part  of  Catawba's  $56.5  Capital 
Campaign,  is  located  on  property  adjacent  to  the  Shuford  Football  Stadium 
and  Rowan  Partnership  for  Children.  It  contains  dressing  rooms  for  men  and 
women's  soccer,  lacrosse,  field  hockey,  football,  and  women's  Softball,  as  well 
as  meeting  and  classroom  space,  offices  for  coaches,  rehab  area  and  a 
strength  training  room.

Retires! 


Dr.  Jim  Epperson  came  to  Catawba  College  in  1970  and 
concentrated  on  teaching  theater  and  speech  classes.  He  left 
the  school  nine  years  later  to  publish  newspapers  in  New 
Mexico  and  Virginia.  In  1985.  he  returned  to  Catawba  because 
he  missed  working  with  theater  and  he  knew  the  strong  potential 
of  the  department  and  the  theater  program.  Upon  returning,  he 
has  served  as  the  Chair  of  the  Theater  Department  and.  for  a 
short  time,  as  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Performing  Arts. 

Epperson  has  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  his  23  years  at 
Catawba  College.  He  has  written  and  directed  his  own  plays,  as 
well  as  having  taught  theater  and  acting  classes.  Outside  of 
Catawba,  Epperson  has  been  very  involved  in  other  theater 
programs.  He  has  served  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Southeastern  Theater  Conference  and  as  president  of  the  North 
Carolina  Theater  Conference.  Dr.  Epperson  has  also  been 
recognized  as  a  "Jefferson-Pilot  Professor."  an  honor  given  to 
few  professors. 


Dr.  Jim  Epperson  will  continue  teaching  at  Catawba,  but  only  with  the 
night  programs.  He  plans  on  visiting  his  children  and  grandchildren  out 
of  state,  and  hopes  to  travel  with  his  wife  as  well.
